SENATOR HELME CHARGES HIM WITH

Senator Ward, it will be remembered, 
was elected through the help of many 
Pingree men in this district who did 
not want to see John C. Sharp, an 
avowed anti-Pingree Republican, land- 
ed in the senate.

In place of Durand, Helme first sug- 
gested H. H. Hatch, of Detroit, then 
Editor Robert Gibbon, of Detroit, and 
finally made a great hit by suggesting 
S. S. Olds. All his proposals ‘were voted 
down. 

“Ward resented insinuations against 
Durand, and was charged by Helme 
with having ‘become affiliated with the 
19. 

All protests against the bill were un- 
availing and it was agreed to in the 
committee. It will be pressed instead 
of the house bill for a permanent tax 
commission, to be appointed by the 
governor.

The Times believes that Dr. Angell 
can do more for the University of 
Michigan than any other person in the 
Uniited States. Only yesterday the Chi- 
cago Tribune, one of the largest metro- 
politan dailies in the country, took the 
pains ‘to telegraph President Angell the 
full text of the peace conference meas- 
ure and ask his opinion upon it. It 
was done at the cost of many dollars, 
but the opinion of such an authority 
was well worth it to such a leading pa- 
per. Its worth to the University is un- 
measured. 

Dean Hutchins was seen in regard to 
the rumors. Said he: “I sincerely re- 
gret the publication of the article, as 
there is not a grain of truth in it. It 
puts Dr. Angell and myself both in a 
false light. Not a regent has ever spok- 
en to me about such a matter. The 
only reason I declined the presidency 
of the University of Iowa was that I 
wished to remain there in the law 
school.’ 

Now the question is why was it n'e- 
cesSary for Dean Hutchins to take a 
trip to Iowa City to find out that he 
wished to remain in the laiw school 
here? Why was it upon his return that 
he denied that he had been offered the 
presidency of the University of Iowa 
and that he stated that the news papers 
were all “‘crazy,’ when now he says 
that he has declined the presidency? 
It is never necessary to decline any- 
thing unless it is offered. 

It is possible that Dean Hutchins is 
not cognizant of the fact that plans are 
being laid to place him in Dr. Angell’s 
position, and that he would not consent 
to accept such an advancament under 
such circumstances, but it is pretty well 
known, by this time, that such a plan 
has been hatched. 

As has been before stated, The Times 
believes that it has taken the only 
course to insure the retention of Dr. 
Angell as the head of the University of 
Michigan by exposing a scheme on the 
part of some members of the board to 
depose him.

On the evening of Alpril 28, Ald. Ste- 
vens, at a special council meeting fol- 
lowing a supreme court decision which 
decides that a city can impose an ex- 
tra tax. upon saloons, offered an ordi- 
nance by title which contemplated a 
$500 city tax, which, if it became a law, 
would compel a saloonkeeper ito pay 
each year $1,000 in order to do business. 

As this ordinanice would require a 
two-thirds vote of the council in order 
to have it become a law, it goes without 


saying that, with the present personnel 


of the council, ‘Ald. Stevens has no 
hopes of its passage. But it is Ald. Ste- 
vens’ idea to get the aldermen on record 
for future referenice.’”’ 

Ald. Brown made a very strategic 
move at the time in getting the ordi- 
nance referred to the ordinance com- 
mittee, which consists of himself, Ald. 
Stevens and Ald. Exinger.

ARGUE ABOUT REMOVAL, 


Dr. Knight, of Detroit, thinks Gov. 
Pingree’s message disapproving of ap- 
propriations for repair work and addi- 
tion to state institutions is a wise 
measure in- so. far, at least. as it 
applies to the erection of a new hospi- 
tal for the medical school at Ann- Arbor. 
He says this is unnecessary when there 
are so many hospitals in Detroit. 


“Every other college of any promi- 


nence,’’ said Dr. Knight, “has its med- 
ical school located in a city. Every 
year the state has to put up for the de- 
ficiency at the Ann ‘Arbor hospital, 
whereas, if the medical school were in 
Detroit, the city hospitals would supply 
abundant material ‘without any cost to 
the state. The students at Ann Arbor 
seldom see any patients. in the clinics 
except chronic cases. 

“So many eminent surgeons and phy- 
sicians are located in Detroit that there 
would be no lack of lectures. With in- 
creased clinical facilities and such,.a 
staff of lecturers the attendance at the 
college would be greatly increased, and 
the students graduated would be better 
able to take up the practice of medicine 
or surgery.’’ 

Dr. Knight says some of the doctors 
connected with the Detroit College of 
Medicine seemed to think an amalga- 
mation of the two schoolg 
brought about if the Ann Arbos school 
was brought to Detroit.—Detroit Tri-

(SRR RSENS DOA Rae RO EEE ROS, 

Insurance Commissioner Camipbell’s 
discovery of the making of a false re- 
port by the Indemnity Mutual Marine 
Insurance Company of London (Limit- 
ed), which was made public yesterday, 
will create something of a sensation, in 
insurance circles. The comimissioner 
transacted ‘business with the Chicago 
office, which reported the Michigan pre- 
miums for the year 1898 at $26,901, and 
taxes of $807.03 were recently paid on 
the basis of the premiums received. An 
examination of the company made by 
Commissioner Campbell recently re- 
vealed the fact that there were addi- 
tional Michigan premiums received of 
$93,721, of which no report was made to 
his department, and the company has 
paid an additional tax of $2,811.64. 

SYR SLA GLE RETNA WAS SAS MN RRA GH ERAS? 

It is feared that ithe plague will soon 
make its appearance in Europe. The 
Russian health authorities are reported 
to be alarmed at the advance of the 
plague. It appeared some time ago in 
Russian Turkestan, and is now said to 
be raging in Mecca, If this report is 
correct, it is difficult to see what can 
possibly prevent its spread through the 
Mussulman world. The Turkish health 
officers are the only ones that would be 
permitted to approach the center of in- 
fection, and they, even if they had the 
will, are powerless to enforce sanitary 
measures in the holy city. In view of 
the very actual danger that threatens 
Europe, the Russian Public Health So- 
ciety proposes the convening of an in- 
ternational conference to devise meas- 
ures of protection against the plague. 
The disease has already reappeared in 
the province of Samarkand iw Turk- 
estan, and it is feared that it will soon 
be heard of along the southern and 
eastern shores of the Mediteranean, as 
well as in Constantinople. 


REP, M’CALLUM IS 
MAKING A GOOD RECORD. 


LANSING, Mich., June 2.—Rep. Mc- 

Callum was the only member of the up- 
per peninsula house delegation that fa- 
vored ithe bill to tax the upper penin- 
Sula mines, and he made a speech that 
for straightforward manliness, frank- 
ness and force completely won ithe 
house and drew out repeated applause. 
He said he wan'ted to be with his dele- 
gation, but he couldn’t. He had lined 
up with ithe anti-Pingree faction when 
he first came to the legislature, and had 
conscientiously opposed ‘the Atkinson 
bill, believing the specific mode of tax- 
ation the best; and now, knowing well 
that the upper peninsula is not paying 
its share of the state taxes, he could 
not consistently do else thian support a 
bill to tax the mines on a specific basis.

MATTER OF HOUSES MOVED ACROSS 
STREET RAILWAY TRACKS. 


ONLY TO BE CROSSED AT CERTAIN | 


POINTS ON THE LINE. 


The D, Y. & A A. Railway Co and 
the board of public works are about. to 
come to an amicable agreement upon 
the vexatious house-moving question. 
There is no doubt but that the railway 
company has been ‘considerably an- 
noyed this spring with houses being 
moved across the track, and General 
Manager Merrill has hit upon a plan 
that will greatly obviate it in the fu- 
ture and at the same time make it less 
expensive. 

It seems to be a good plan, as the 
company, making a special arrange- 
ment of wires at these points, will not 
be compelled to cripple Its system by 
cutting ‘wires and then patching them 
up again. : 

It will be remembered that the com- 
pany had in mind at one time the mat- 
ter of testing the board’s rights to grant 
promiscuous permits. It now looks as 
any such step will be unnecessary un- 
der the above arrangements. 

The board has promised to canvass 
the matter to the owners of the houses, 
as under the precedent established by 


Judge Kinne they are obliged to pay. 


the expenses of cutting wires. 

His scheme iis to get the board of 
public works to designate some place 
of crossing Main st., William st. and 
Packard st. Then he -will fix 
trolley wires at ‘these points so that 


they can be quickly dropped and the 


houses allowed to ‘be mioved through 
with but little interruption. The com- 
pany will then ask that the board com- 
pel house movers to cross ‘the tracks 
at these designated poin'ts.

AS was stated yesterday, these ru- 
mors had grown to such dimensions 
that it was due Dr. ‘Angell and his 
friends to become fully acquainted with 
them, and The Times believes that it 
has taken the only course to prevent 
the consummation of the plans that 
were being laid to depose him. The 
publication of The Times’ article has 
certainly killed any effect which the De- 
troit article would have now, if it is 
published, because all contemporary 
journals with the Detroit daily are 
placed in a position to put the facts in 
their true light before the public, as 
the entire situation is laid before them. 

If there has been a conspiracy hatch- 
ed up to depose Dr. Angell, The Times 
is proud of the fact that it has done 
its share to break -it up. That there is 
plenty of foundation for the rumors, 
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was well worth it to such a leading pa- 
per. Its worth to the University is un- 
measured. 

Dean Hutchins was seen in regard to 
the rumors. Said he: “I sincerely re- 
gret the publication of the article, as 
there is not a grain of truth in it. It 
puts Dr. Angell and myself both in a 
false light. Not a regent has ever spok- 
en to me about such a matter. The 
only reason I declined the presidency 
of the University of Iowa was that I 
wished to remain there in the law 
school.’ 

Now the question is why was it n'e- 
cessary for Dean Hutchins to take a 
trip to Iowa City to findi out that he 
wished to remain in the laiw school 
here? Why was it upon his return that 
he denied that he had been offered the 
presidency of the University of Iowa 
and that he stated that the ne wspapers 
were all “‘crazy,’? when now he says 
that he has declined the presidency? 
It is never necessary to decline any- 
thing unless it is offered. 

It is possible that Dean Hutchins is 
not cognizant of the fact that plans are 
being laid to place him in Dr. Angell’s 
position, and that he would not consent 
to accept such an advancement under 
such circumstances, but it is pretty well 
known, by this time, that such a plan 
has been hatched. 

As has been before stated, The Times 
believes that it has taken the only 
course to insure the retention of Dr.

In place of Durand, Helme first sug- 
gested H. H. Hatch, of Detroit, then 
Editor Robert Gibbon, of Detroit, and 
finally made a great hit by suggesting 
S. S. Olds. All his proposals ‘were voted 
down. 

‘Ward resented insinuations against 
Durand, and was charged by Helme 
with having ‘become affiliated with the 
19. 

All ‘protests against thie bill were un- 
availing and it was agreed to in the 
committee. It will be pressed instead 
of the house bill for a permanent tax 
commission, to be appointed by the 
governor. Though tthe sentiment for

The 
gist of his remarks will be found in the 
following sentences: 

“The democratic party adopted at Chi- 


_cago a platform which applied democratic 


principles to the conditions then existing. 
The conditions existing to-day require the 
application of the same principles. No 
question brought to the attention of the 
people by the last campaign have been set- 
, tled since the close of the campaign. 

“The republican party did not declare the 
existing gold standard satisfactory, but 
declared that it should be continued until 
foreign nations would join in international 
bimetallism. The republican president 
elected in the last campaign sought to 
carry out the platform promise by sending 
commissioners to Europe to secure inter- 
national bimetallism. These commission- 
ers failed to secure international coopera- 
tion. The republican party in the next 
| Campaign must declare either for the gold 
standard or for the restoration of bimetal- 
lism. If it declares for the gold standard 
it must defend the principle of gold mono- 
metallism which it refused to defend in 
1896. If it declares for bimetallism, it must 
either favor independent bimetallism, as 
, the democratic party did.in the campaign 

of 1896, or it must make another attempt 
| to delude the people by the promise of 
foreign aid. 

“The Ohio Valley Bimetallic league, 
which is holding its third annual conven- 
tion in this city at this time, has adopted 
resolutions declaring that the contest for 
independent bimetallism at the ratio of 
Sixteen to one must be continued. I am 
in hearty sympathy with this determina- 
tion. 

“The demand for the restoration of bi- 
metallism does not mean that there are 
no other issues before the people, but it 
means that this issue cannot be laid aside 
or surrendered until the financial policy 
of the American. people is determined by 
the American people themselves without 
waiting for the aid or consent of any other 
nation.” ; 

In reference to the gold democrats, Mr. 
Bryan said: “I want to talk to those who 
are espousing that half way cause known 
as the gold democratic party. I wish to say 
that the men who withdrew from the party 
in 1896 are mistaken, in a large measure, 
and if I can help them to see the light and 
regain them as supporters of the party, I 
feel that the time will come when they will 
thank me for it.”

He said in part: 
“Mark Hanna republicanism of to-day 
believes in the dollar first and the man 
afterwards, if at all.

“The Ohio Valley Bimetallic league, 
which is holding its third annual conven- 
tion in this city at this time, has adopted 
resolutions declaring that the contest for 
independent bimetallism at the ratio of 
sixteen to one must be continued. I am 
in hearty sympathy with this determina- 
tion. 

“The demand for the restoration of bi- 
metallism does not mean that there are 
no other issues before the people, but it 
means that this issue cannot be laid aside 
or surrendered until the financial policy 
of the American, people is determined by 
the American people themselves without 
waiting for the aid or consent of any other 
nation.’’ 

In reference to the gold democrats, Mr. 
Bryan said: “I want to talk to those who 
are espousing that half way cause known 
as the gold democratic party. I wish to say 
that the men who withdrew from the party 
in 1896 are mistaken, in a large measure, 
and if I can help them to see the light and 
regain them as supporters of the party, 
feel that the time will come when they will 
thank me for it.’’ 

The remainder of Mr. Bryan’s remarks 
were confned to a condemnation of trusts, 
the gold standard and the so-called im- 
perialistic policy of the republican adminis- 
tration, along the same lines as laid down 
by him in speeches in other sections of the 
country.

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Other Speeches. 

Preceeding the address of Mr. Bryan, 
Hon. Mat O’Doherty, of Kentucky, ad- 
dressed the convention and directed his 
remarks chiefly to the financial ques- 
tion. Mr. O’Doherty was followed by 
Hon. John J. Lentz, of Ohio, who con- 
fined his remarks to the financial issu’ 
and the next relation of McKinley’s po- 
sition upon that question prior to his 
election to the presidency. He con- 
tended that all of the president’s ut- 
terances had been in favor of bimetal- 
lism and in opposition to a single stand- 
ard gold stand, and he said that during 
his canvass for the presidency and up 
to this time he had made no explana- 
tion, and for that reason the people had 
a right to believe that he preferred of- 
fice to an adherence of conscientious 
principles. 

Imperialism Denounced. 

Before the adjournment the conven- 
tion unanimously adopted the follow- 
ing resolution: 

“We declare and denounce the imperial- 
istic policy of the national administration 
toward the Filipinos as repugnant to the 
Bill of Rights; contrary to the constitution 
and the Declaration of Independence.”

“Mark Hanna republicanism of to-day 
believes in the dollar first and the man 
afterwards, if at all. Abraham Lincoln 
put labor above capital, because capital is 
a product of labor, but can any doubt that 
our latter-day republicans place capital 
above labor? Is it not true that they are 
making tremendous progress toward the 
entronement of capital and the debasement 
of humanity? When our late war came up 
we found that the government would be in 
need of a vast amount of money to con- 
duct it. Our supreme court had declared 
against the income tax, so we could get 
no revenue from that source. What was to 
be done? Nothing but to look around for 
some little old thing like a telegram or a 
check to puta stamp on. Our government 
could call husbands from wives and sons 
from parents and stand them before the 
guns of the enemy, but it could not fasten 
on the great fortunes of our monopolies 
and plutocrats to help bear their portion of 
the expenses. Taxes, as they are collected, 


are usually the heaviest upon the smallest 


and lightest upon the largest revenues.’’ 

Mr. Bryan, in conclusion, touched 
upon the alarming rate with which the 
trusts are growing under the republic- 
an administration; the great burden 
which imperialism will entail upon the 
American people and the encouraging 
outlook for democratic success in 1900 
under the standard of bimetallism. 

The meeting at ten o’clock adjourned 
to attend the banquet tendered Mr. 
Bryan at Fountain Ferry Park, five 
miles away.
